FCC  Orders  Novice 
Examinations  to  be 
Given  Under  Volunteer 
Examiner  Program 


The  FCC  has  placed  Novice  class  examinations 
under  the  Volunteer  Examiner  Coordinator  pro¬ 
gram. 

As  with  other  class  amateur  license  exams, 
responsibility  for  both  preparation  and  admini¬ 
stration  of  Novice  exams  will  lie  with  the  VEC 
system,  "in  the  interest  of  integrity,  simplification 
and  efficiency,"  the  FCC  said  today. 

The  Commission  also  will  allow  recovery  of 
out-of-pocket  costs  for  coordinating  and  administer¬ 
ing  Novice  examinations. 

The  examination  elements  required  for  the 
Novice  license  are  already  being  administered  in  the 
VEC  system  because  they  are  also  requirements  for 
other  classes  of  amateur  operator  licenses. 

The  FCC  said  that  placing  Novice  examina¬ 
tions  under  the  VEC  system  would  avoid  confusion 
caused  by  having  two  different  systems:  result  in 
fewer  errors  in  exam  administration  and  in  paper¬ 
work  (including  allowing  simplification  of  the  FCC 
Form  610);  and  improve  the  availability  of  overall 
data  on  examinations. 

This  action,  in  PR  Docket  92-154,  was  taken 
May  3.  No  effective  date  for  implementation  was 
announced.

Field  Day:  Fun  for  AIL  Radio  Amateurs!

One  purpose  of  Field  Day  is  to  test  the  readi¬ 
ness  of  Amateur  Radio  Emergency  Communi¬ 
cations.  Operators  set  up  radio  equipment  in  the 
field  and  to  contact  as  many  other  stations  as 
possible  to  compete  for  a  high  score.  Another 
purpose,  somewhat  like  the  Wisconsin  QSO  Party, 
affords  the  chance  of  meeting  old  friends  and 
testing  limits  of  favorite  modes  and  bands. 

Did  you  know  that  Field  Day  is  always  on  the 
fourth  full  weekend  in  June?  This  year  it  will  be 
June  26th  and  27th.  ARRL  Headquarters  has 
information  packages  available  which  explain 
publicity,  press  releases,  safety,  operating  and  setup 
and  they  include  dupe  sheets,  section  abbreviations 


and  an  application  form.  Complete  Field  Day  Rules 
can  be  found  in  May  QST,  starting  on  page  123. 

This  year,  an  additional  100  points  may  be 
earned  by  completing  at  least  ten  VHF/UHF  QSOs 
(excluding  packet  contacts).  A  "free"  VHF/UHF 
transmitter  has  been  added  for  class  A  and  class  B 
stations  whose  operators  can  operate  the  entire  FD 
period  or  perhaps  just  a  few  minutes  without  adding 
to  the  number  of  transmitters,  kind  of  like  the 
"free"  packet  and  satellite  transmitters  of  past  years. 
So  this  is  a  great  chance  to  get  Technicians  active 
on  VHF  or  UHF  during  Field  Day. 

Now  that  computers  are  used  more  to  operate 
CW  or  log  contacts,  the  extra  operators  that  are 
freed  up  can  help  newcomers  to  make  the  event  and 
the  weekend  a  success  for  all.  □

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MACC  Addresses  Six-Meter 
Bandplan,  Recommends  440  MHz 
Packet  Frequencies  at  Annual 
Meeting  at  Dayton  HamVention 

The  Mid-America  Coordination  Council 
(MACC)  held  its  annual  meeting  during  the 
1993  Dayton  Hamvention.  A  number  of  items 
were  approved,  including  recommended  fre¬ 
quency  usage  for  packet  operations  and  six 
meter  bandplan  usage. 

The  six  meter  bandplan  was  re-affirmed 
with  a  1 .700  MHz  spacing,  with  a  sunset  clause 
on  1.000  MHz  input/output  spacing  to  occur 
Jan.  1,  2000.  Frequencies  that  are  now  coor¬ 
dinated  with  a  1.000  MHz  split  will  have  to  be 
changed  over  by  then.  All  new  coordinations  are 
to  be  at  1.7  MHz. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  no  six  meter  trans¬ 
ceivers  have  been  made  that  didn’t  have  1.7 
MHz  split  capability  for  over  seven  years.  In 
the  year  2000,  these  radios  will  be  15  years  old, 
or  older.  This,  along  with  the  influx  of  new  no¬ 
code  Technicians  and  others  buying  new  gear, 
will  reduce  the  non-compatible  radio  percentage 
to  a  low  figure. 

Packet  operations  on  440  MHz  were  ad¬ 
dressed,  with  the  re-affirmation  of  the  frequen¬ 
cies  from  446.025  to  446.200  being  set  aside 
for  packet  operation.  This  was  set  two  years  ago 
at  the  1991  MACC  Annual  Meeting.  The 
change  this  year  was  to  recognize  three  of  the 
listed  ARRL  Bandplan  frequencies  for  packet, 
441.025,  441.050  and  441.075  MHz,  to  be  used 
for  packet  repeater,  or  duplex  operation  along 
with  the  +5  MHz  counterparts  of  446.025, 
446.050  and  446.075  MHz. 

The  frequencies  between  446.400  and 
446.500  MHz  were  set  aside  for  a  "safe"  area 
for  440  MHz  frequency  selection,  without  need 
for  coordination,  if  someone  wishes  to  operate 
a  cross-band  radio  for  a  brief  time,  to  extend 
their  coverage.  This  is  NOT  intended  for  regu¬ 
lar,  on-going  usage.  It  is  intended  to  provide 
frequencies  for  use  at  events,  meetings  and 
other  non-permanent  applications  without  inter¬ 
ference  to  other,  unlisted,  services  such  as 
repeater  links. 

MACC  members  are  Missouri,  Kansas, 
Iowa,  Nebraska,  South  Dakota,  North  Dakota, 
Illinois,  Oklahoma,  Minnesota,  Colorado, 
Arkansas,  Indiana,  Ohio,  Western  Washington, 
Upper  Michigan,  Oregon,  Arizona,  Wyoming, 
and  Wisconsin.

Three  Washington  state  men  have  been  fined 
2,000  each  by  the  FCC  for  unlicensed  operation  on 
2  meters. 

The  FCC  received  a  complaint  from  an  ama¬ 
teur  on  November  17,  1992,  alleging  that  people 
aboard  fishing  vessels  were  operating  on  144.170 
MHz.  The  FCC  agent  was  unable  to  receive  ade¬ 
quate  signals  from  the  operations  and  asked  for  a 
tape  recording  from  the  complainant. 

The  FCC  conducted  an  investigation,  using 
telephone,  marina,  and  U.S.  Coast  Guard  infor¬ 
mation  to  identify  the  source  of  the  transmissions. 

The  FCC  said  that  since  all  three  accused  men 
were  individuals  (rather  than  commercial  oper¬ 
ations)  and  because  of  the  nature  of  the  violations 
and  the  fact  they  were  first  offenses,  it  would  set 
the  fines  at  $2,000  instead  of  the  $8,000  "base 
forfeiture"  set  by  its  rules. 

Receiving  Notices  of  Apparent  Liability  for 
$2,000  were  Randy  Baxter,  Kevin  Marilley,  and 
Mark  Karuza,  all  of  Bellingham,  Washington.

30  Meter  Petition  Denied 

The  FCC  has  denied  a  petition  to  grant  Novice 
and  Morse  code  certified  Technician  class  licensees 
access  to  the  amateur  30  meter  band.  The  petition, 
by  William  G.  Welsh,  W6DDB,  asked  that  such 
licensees  be  allowed  CW  operation  from  10.1  to 
10.15  MHz. 

Welsh  argued  that  the  40,  15,  and  10  meter 
bands  currently  occupied  by  Novices  and  Tech¬ 
nicians  are  becoming  less  useful  due  to  changing 
sunspot  conditions  and  interference  from  shortwave 
broadcast  stations.  He  also  said  that  the  longer 
antennas  needed  for  operation  on  80  meters  limited 
the  appeal  of  that  band  for  Novices  and  Tech¬ 
nicians. 

The  FCC  said  that  in  opening  the  30  meter 
band  to  the  Amateur  Service  in  1985  it  had  not 
included  Novices  and  Technicians  in  order  to  pro¬ 
mote  an  acceptable  balance  between  licensing 
incentives  and  operating  privileges.  It  followed  the 
same  guideline  in  the  opening  of  the  17  meter  band 
in  1989,  the  FCC  said. 

Thus,  this  petition  for  rule  making  was  repet¬ 
itive,  the  FCC  said.

Two  Amateur  Radio  operators  apparently 
perished  in  the  fire  at  the  Branch  Davidian  com¬ 
pound  near  Waco,  Texas,  on  April  19.  Douglas 
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U.S.  Amateur  Population 
Tops  600,000 

An  Amateur  Radio  milestone  was  reached 
at  the  end  of  March  when  the  total  number  of 
FCC  licenses  eased  over  the  600,000  mark.

Just  five  days  before  the  seige  began  on  Feb¬ 
ruary  28,  Martin  had  attended  a  club  meeting  of  the 
Heart  of  Texas  Amateur  Radio  Club.  He  was  a 
Harvard-educated  lawyer.  Jeffrey  Little  was  32 
years  old,  according  to  FCC  records. 

Wayne  Martin’s  wife,  Sheila  Judith  Martin,  46, 
and  three  of  the  couple’s  children  left  the  compound 
before  the  fire.  Two  Other  Martin  children  were 
listed  by  the  FBI  as  presumed  dead,

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Joint  Resolution  Presented  to  Congress 
Commends  amateurs,  Urges  Protections 


Joint  Resolution  S.J.  90  was  introduced  in  the 
U.S.  Senate  on  May  7,  1993,  by  Sen.  Charles  Robb 
of  Virginia.  It’s  a  bill  that  recognizes  radio  ama¬ 
teurs,  supports  radio  amateurs  "as  national  policy," 
and  urges  that  regulations  "facilitate"  Amateur 
Radio  operation  as  a  "public  benefit." 

The  resolution  results  not  only  from  the  dili¬ 
gent  efforts  of  the  American  Radio  Relay  League’s 
Washington  team  but  -  more  importantly  -from  the 
thousands  of  amateurs  who  give  their  time  and 
energy  in  public  service,  in  technical  experimen¬ 
tation,  in  education,  and  in  international  good  will. 

Sen.  Robb  entered  the  following  statement  into 
the  Congressional  Record : 

"S.J.  Res.  90.  A  joint  resolution  to  recognize 
the  achievements  of  radio  amateurs  and  to  establish 
support  for  such  amateurs  as  national  policy;  to  the 
Committee  on  Commerce,  Science,  and  Transpor¬ 


Mother  Nature  or  a  human  misstep  causes  the 
telephone  lines  to  go  down  or  radio  circuits  to  be 
overloaded,  the  ‘ham’  operators  are  there  with  their 
equipment,  providing  communications  until  the 
regular  infrastructure  is  back  to  normal. 

"Radio  amateurs  also  demonstrate  their  exper¬ 
tise  in  another  way,  as  technical  innovators.  Eager 
to  push  back  technical  frontiers,  amateurs  probe  the 
upper  limits  of  the  useful  radio  spectrum,  discover 
much  about  radio  propagation,  and  develop  prac¬ 
tical  and  affordable  alternatives  to  complicated 
expensive  new  equipment  from  the  laboratories. 

"Our  resolution  expresses  the  Nation’s  grati¬ 
tude  for  both  the  technical  and  disaster  com¬ 
munications  achievements  of  the  Amateur  Radio 
Service.  But  words  without  deeds,  it  is  often  said, 
are  empty.  Keeping  that  in  mind,  this  resolution 
goes  beyond  commendation  to  give  the  amateurs  a 


Co-sponsoring  the  joint  resolution  were  Sena¬ 
tors  Akaka  of  Hawaii,  DeConcini  of  Arizona, 
Pressler  of  South  Dakota,  and  Shelby  of  Alabama. 

Last  fall  the  Congress  adjourned  without  acting 
on  companion  Amateur  Radio  bills  in  the  House 
and  Senate,  and  those  bills  died.  The  House  bill, 
H.R.  73,  was  co-sponsored  by  more  than  half  -  219 
-  of  the  435  House  members,  while  just  over  a 
third,  35,  of  the  Senate’s  members  signed  on  to  the 
Senate  version,  S.1372,  before  the  102nd  Congress 
adjourned. 

At  the  time,  ARRL  President  George  Wilson 
III,  W40YI,  said,  "With  half  the  House  and  more 
than  a  third  of  the  Senate  already  co-sponsors. 
Amateur  Radio  has  a  big  head  start  in  working  with 
the  103rd  Congress  next  year." 

The  spade  work  done  by  ARRL  Washington 
Area  Coordinator  Perry  Williams,  W1UED,  and 
other  League  officials,  has  now  resulted  in  S.J. 
Res.  90.

FCC  Agrees  to  Issue  Special 
Call  Signs  to  Club,  Military 
Recreation  Stations 

The  FCC  has  amended  its  amateur  service 
rules  to  provide  for  volunteer  organizations  to 
administer  a  system  designed  to  provide  special 
call  signs  to  club  and  military  recreation  sta¬ 
tions.  This  action  was  authorized  by  the  Tele¬ 
communications  Authorization  Act  of  1992. 
Organizations  selected  for  the  new  system  will 
be  known  as  "  Club  and  Mil  itary  Recreation 
Station  Call  Sign  Administrators." 

An  administrator  must  enter  into  a  written 
agreement  with  the  FCC  and  public  notices  will 
be  issued  listing  the  administrators.  To  be  an 
administrator,  the  oranization  must  exist  for  the 
purpose  of  furthering  the  amateur  service.  Its 


the  amateur  operators  licensed  by  the  FCC,  and 
it  must  be  capable  of  serving  as  an  administrator 
in  all  places  where  the  amateur  service  is  regu¬ 
lated  by  the  FCC. 

An  administrator  must  agree  to  accept  and 
process  all  properly-completed  license  appli¬ 
cation  forms  from  the  trustees  of  club  stations 
and  from  the  custodians  of  military  recreation 
stations  without  regard  to  race,  sex,  religion, 
national  origin  or  membership  (or  lack  thereof) 
in  any  amateur  service  organization.  The  or¬ 
ganization  cannot  charge  a  fee  or  accept  any 
form  of  reimbursement  for  services  provided  as 
an  administrator. 

Within  10  days  of  receiving  an  application, 
an  administrator  must  provide  the  FCC’s  licen- 

sing  facility  at  Gettysburg,  Pa.,  with  the  actual 

license  document,  including  the  call  sign.  The 
document  must  be  ready  for  endorsement  and 


Each  administrator  will  be  assigned  initially 
a  block  of  call  signs  having  a  two-letter  prefix 
from  the  NA-NZ  "by  three"  series.  An  example 
of  a  block  would  be  NAlAAA  through  NA0Z- 
ZZ.  There  are  26  possible  blocks.  The  admini¬ 
strator  must  issue  public  announcements  detail¬ 
ing  the  pol icies  and  procedures  of  its  call  sign 
system.  Dates  for  accepting  applications  from 
potential  administrators  have  not  yet  been 
announced.

High  Altitude  Balloon  Project  Set  for  June  12  Launch 

The  High  Altitude  Balloon  Project  plans  to  launch  a  weather  balloon  carrying 
a  one-watt  Morse  beacon  transmitting  on  145.890  MHz  on  Saturday,  June  12,  1993, 
at  about  1500  UTC  (about  10  a.m.  CDT).  The  launch  will  be  under  the  supervision 
of  Joe  Mayenschein,  WB9SBD,  at  his  site  in  Hillsboro,  Wisconsin.  If  all  goes  well, 
the  balloon  will  be  at  80  to  100  thousand  feet  when  its  signal  is  picked  up  by  the 
Russian  RS-10/11  satellite  at  15:48  UT  (10:48  CDT),  and  relayed  by  the  satellite  on 
29.3852  MHz,  plus  or  minus  Doppler  shift. 

RS-10/11  will  be  on  orbit  #29923,  traveling  from  north  to  south,  and  passing 
over  the  Great  Lakes.  Its  downlink  signal  should  be  audible  over  lost  of  the 
continental  U.S.,  except  the  extreme  west  coast,  which  will  be  marginal.  All  of 
Canada,  Greenland,  and  Central  America,  and  most  of  Alaska,  Iceland,  and  the 
northern  part  of  South  America  will  be  covered. 

The  first  purpose  of  this  flight  will  be  just  do  it!  I  don’t  think  that  any 
balloon/satellite  links  have  been  done  before.  Purpose  number  two  is  to  test  the 
feasibility  of  using  RS-10/11  to  help  track  a  possible  around-the-world  balloon  flight, 
to  be  launched  by  Joe,  WB9SBD,  later  this  year. 

A  special  QSL  will  be  sent  to  anyone  sending  a  reception  report  to  H.A.R.P., 
P.O.  Box  14748,  Madison,  WI  53708. 

QSLs  will  be  sent  for  reception  on  the  uplink,  downlink,  or  both  frequencies. 
Reports  should  include  time  and  frequency.  The  balloon  callsign  will  be  N9LTD,  and 
the  calls  of  other  members  of  the  launch  and  recovery  team  will  be  transmitted 
periodically. 

The  rain  launch  date  is  Sunday,  June  13,  1993,  RS-10/11  orbit  #29937.  We’ll 
keep  trying  every  weekend  until  we  get  it  off  the  ground.  A  list  of  usable  RS-10/11 
passes,  calculated  with  elements  dated  May  6,  1993,  is  printed  below.  An  SSB 
ground  station  will  be  parked  a  few  kHz  away  from  the  balloon  frequency  to  answer 
any  questions  during  the  flight.  (That  is  why  the  beacon  is  in  the  SSB  portion  of  the 


transponder’s  passband.)

The  mobile  mount  that  came  with  the  Kenwood 
TM201B  two  meter  rig  is  a  snap-in  slide  mount 
which  makes  it  very  easy  to  slide  the  rig  in  and  out. 

I  use  this  feature  for  transferring  the  rig  between 
vehicles.  The  present  Kenwood  mobile  radios  are 
furnished  with  a  mount  that  has  screws  to  secure  the 
rig  to  the  mounting  bracket.  The  MB-201  bracket, 
however,  is  still  available  as  an  option  and  fits  the 
present  design  of  the  Kenwood  line. 

A  year  and  half  ago  I  had  my  car  hit  in  the  rear. 
The  impact  caused  my  radio  to  become  a  flying 
projectile  in  the  car;  the  impact  knocked  the  radio 
out  of  its  mount.  It  was  still  on  the  frequency  and 
operating,  but  a  button  had  been  pushed  on  the 
radio  which  caused  it  to  operate  improperly.  Before 
I  could  use  it  to  call  the  law  enforcement  officials, 
I  had  to  figure  out  what  was  causing  the  improper 
operation. 

Only  recently,  after  purchasing  a  new  dual  band 
radio  for  my  wife’s  car,  I  realized  how  easy  it  is  to 
protect  your  radio  from  becoming  a  missile  in  an 
accident.  Further,  it  adds  theft  deterrent  to  the 
radio. 

The  mounting  bracket  has  holes  in  front  of  the 
snap-in  studs  mounted  on  the  radio.  Place  a  minia¬ 
ture  padlock  in  one  of  these  holes  or,  preferably, 
one  on  each  side.  These  locks  are  available  in  pairs 
with  a  single  key  to  open  each  lock.  This  gives  you 
missile  protection  of  the  rig  and  a  theft  deterrent.

The  1993  WQP  was  a 
success.  We  had  159  en¬ 
tries,  1 1 6  from  Wisconsin, 
39  from  the  rest  of  the  USA, 
and  4  from  Canada.  23 
states,  including  Hawaii, 
sent  in  logs.  Two  Canadian 
provinces  sent  in  logs. 

71  Wisconsin  counties 
were  represented  -  only 
Bayfield  was  absent.  All  50 
states  and  8  Canadian  pro¬ 
vinces  were  found  in  the 
logs.  Labrador,  New  Bruns¬ 
wick,  Northwest  Territories, 
Prince  Edward  Island  and 
Yukon  Territory  were 
missing.  To  me,  that's  very 
good  representation  from 
other  stations,  for  a  seven 
hour  state  QSO  Party.  I 
thank  all  those  many  sta¬ 
tions  around  the  US  and 
Canada.  I  hope  you  all  had 
fun  like  I  did. 

I  would  like  to  thank 
the  1 5  mobile  stations  who 
took  a  "ride",  putting  the 
highest  number  of  counties 
on  the  air  in  my  experience 
with  the  WQP:  K9VGE  and 
K9AAS  team  (15  counties 
total),  W90P  (14),  N9KS  and 
N9EZ  team  (14),  KF9EW 
(12),  N9HR  (12),  KE9RY 
(12),  N9JUU  (1 1 ),  WA90AY 
(11),  WA9GON  (6),  WB9- 
MSM  (6),  KF9FR  (4),  KC2- 
AK/9  (3),  WA9BPG  (1), 
KF9GP  and  N9DKH  team  (1), 
and  KB9IFT  (1),  deserve 
many,  many  thanks  from  all 
of  us  for  their  efforts.  I  think 
that  effort  was  a  significant 
part  of  the  highest  ever 
county  total  that  I  know  of 
in  WQP  history. 

We  also  had  more 
categories  entered  this  year 
too.  Of  the  12  categories 
available,  we  had  9  with 
entries.  Last  year  only  5 
categories  had  entries.  Only 
Multi  Op  Novice,  Multi  Multi 
Op  Novice  and  Multi  Op 
Tech  had  no  entries  this 
year. 

The  club  competition 
saw  another  milestone.  I 
really  do  not  have  a  handle 
on  our  WQP  "high”  in  this 
area  from  past  years  to 
compare  to,  but  compared  to 
last  year.  Kettle  Moraine 
ARC  mustered  1 9  entries  for 
a  total  score  over  100,000 
points  higher  than  their  last 
year  score,  out  of  the  20 
club  entries.  Last  year  Kettle 
Moraine  had  only  13  entries.

ADMINISTRATIVE 

COMMENT 


Without  seeming  like  I 
am  complaining,  I  want  to 
discuss  the  March  31  entry 
date  thing.  The  reason  it  was 
moved  up  this  year  was  to 
accommodate  having  the 
results  printed  in  the  June 
issue  of  Smoke  Signals .  I 
need  to  have  sufficient  time 
to  be  able  to  process  all  the 
entries,  enter  them  into  the 
database,  sort  them,  cut  and 
paste  till  the  results  sheets 
are  in  as  tight  a  format  as  I 
can  achieve.  I  have  to  dathe 
Soapbox  from  comments 
made  with  the  entries.  Lastly 
I  have  to  put  my  thoughts  in 
order,  and  along  with  infor¬ 
mation  gathered  off  the 
entries,  I  generate  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Comments.  If  that  was 
all  I  had  to  do,  it  would  be 
easy  to  turn  out  the  results 
quickly.  Unfortunately,  that 
is  a  SMALL  portion  of  my 
work.  Going  through  each 
entry  is  the  biggest  time 
factor.  Not  just  checking  for 
dupes,  errors,  or  score 
checking  either.  Believe  it  or 
not,  my  biggest  problem  is 
with  the  way  the  entries  are 
submitted.  The  ones  that  use 
a  computer  for  the  real  time 
logging,  scoring  and  results 
keeping  of  the  WQP  are  the 
easy  ones  (I  really  like  WA1- 
UJU  system).  Most  com¬ 
puter  programs  are  just  logs. 
Counties,  states  or  provinces 
are  included  in  the  log  but 
they  are  not  summated  any¬ 
where  in  the  entry,  and  they 
do  not  present  a  complete 
picture  of  the  results.  With¬ 
out  an  official  entry  sheet 
included,  these  entries  need 
a  lot  of  attention.  A  few  list 
out  the  counties,  states  and 
provinces  worked,  besides 
providing  a  dupe  sheet (s). 
The  rest  do  not  list  anything 
besides  dupes.  That  is  my 
problem.  When  I  go  through 
each  entry  I  also  compile 
results,  i.e.  the  total  coun¬ 
ties,  states  and  provinces 
worked  as  a  group.  Because 
the  entries  are  in  different 
formats,  I  have  to  individual¬ 
ly  compile  that  information

as  I  go  along,  basically  dupli¬ 
cating  each  entry  to  match 
the  official  entry  form.  I 
would  guess  that  60  percent 
need  that  extra  attention. 
That  takes  a  LOT  OF  TIME. 
Using  two  letter  county 
abreviations,  not  crossing 
out  the  counties,  states  and 
provinces  as  they  are  work¬ 
ed  if  using  the  official  entry 
form,  or  providing  a  list  of 
which  ones  were  worked  if 
using  some  other  format,  do 
not  help  either.  I  think  you 
get  the  picture. 

That  all  takes  time.  Plus 
the  fact  that  some  entries 
need  to  have  individual  at¬ 
tention  for  things  like  "logs 
not  included,  addresses  not 
included,  questions  as  to 
entry  class,  generally  cannot 
understand  entry,  read  entry 
or  name,  etc."  Letters  to 
those  entries  take  a  week  or 
better  to  make  a  round  trip. 
This  year  there  were  6  such 
letters.  I  also  need  to  allow 
at  least  an  extra  week  be¬ 
yond  the,  postmark  deadline 
for  entries  to  arrive  in  our 
post  office  box.

With  our  previous  date 
of  April  15,  that  was  an 
impossible  task.

Bottomline.  We  under¬ 
stand  there  was  unhappiness 
with  the  March  31  postmark 
date.  To  tell  it  like  it  is.  If 
you  want  the  results  in  the 
June  issue  of  Smoke  Signals , 
the  date  has  to  be  March  3 1 
for  all  entries  to  be  post¬ 
marked.  If  you  can  live  with 
results  in  a  later  issue  of 
Smoke  Signals ,  like  probably 
the  August  issue,  we  can 
move  the  postmark  date  into 
the  middle  of  April,  thus 
allowing  30  days  after  the 
end  of  the  contest  before 
entries  would  need  to  be 
postmarked.  It's  your  call. 
We  need  to  hear  from  you  as 
to  your  preference.  Not  six 
months  from  now,  either. 
This  needs  to  be  decided  so 
we  can  proceed  with  the 
planning  for  the  1 994  WQP.

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Russia:  Historic  and  Beautiful;  Friendly  People

"Why  would  anyone  want  to  go  to  Russia?"  is  the  question  often  asked  of  the 
McCalvys,  Larry,  WA9JMO,  and  Wendy,  N9PAC,  upon  learning  that  these  two 
hams  had  just  completed  their  third  visit  in  as  many  years  to  the  former  Soviet 
Union. 

The  people,  their  culture,  museums,  cathedrals,  and  churches  is  the  stock 
answer  most  often  given  in  unison.  But,  the  main  reason  we  find  the  former 
Soviet  Union  so  appealing  is  the  people.  They  are  wonderful:  friendly,  helpful, 
and  basically  very  honest. 

Our  first  trip  began  in  March  of  1991  as  part  of  the  annual  University  of 
Wisconsin  History /Language  Department  adventure.  Our  two-week  trip  was  to 
include  Leningrad  and  Moscow  in  Russia.  Tallinn,  in  the  Baltic  republic  of 
Estonia,  and  Tblisi,  the  capital  of  Soviet  Georgia,  all  wonderfully  exciting  and 
beautiful  cities. 

It  was  in  Tallinn,  through  the  efforts  of  a  Russian  television  newscaster,  that 
I  met  my  first  Soviet  Radio  Amateur,  Mati  Lindepuu,  ES1RHW.  Mati  met  me 
at  the  entrance  of  our  hotel,  and  took  me  by  local  transportation  (the  bus)  to  the 
youth  culture  center  that  housed  an  Amateur  Radio  club.  Mati  spoke  no  English 
and  I  spoke  no  Russian.  We  communicated  with  each  other  using  Ham  jargon 
during  the  hour  trip. 

At  the  youth  center,  I  was  introduced  to  August  Pam,  the  instructor, 
technician  and  custodian  of  the  radio  club  station,  ES1WW.  August,  who  spoke 
fluent  English,  asked  if  I  would  care  to  operate  the  club’s  homebrewed  station. 

I  jumped  at  the  chance!  Two  hours  and  14  contacts  later,  I  removed  the  headset 
and  let  the  200-watt  transmitter  and  six-element  beam  rest.  I  had  a  ball!  I  talked 
and  August  logged.  I  still  remember  the  first  contact:  Will,  KB5IPQ,  in  the  state 
of  Louisiana,  who  answered  my  CQ  while  driving  to  work.  He  said  he  almost 
drove  off  the  road  when  I  first  acknowledged  him. 

August,  Mati  and  I  shared  another  two  hours  together  before  I  had  to  return 
to  my  hotel,  pack,  and  depart  that  congenial  city. 

Over  the  next  year  and  a  half,  I  would  receive  periodic  telephone  calls  from 
Hams  around  our  country  telling  me  they  had  talked  with  ES1WW  and  that 
August  asked  them  to  give  me  a  call  and  say  "hi.”  It  was  always  a  nice  highlight 
to  my  day. 

In  June  of  1992,  Wendy  and  I  were  again  bound  for  Russia,  this  time  to  the 
Far  East  and  into  Siberia  on  a  two-and-a-half  day  trip  aboard  the  Trans-Siberian 
Railway  into  Irkutsk  and  the  area  of  Lake  Baikal  (see  photo).  Lake  Baikal  is  the 
largest  fresh-water  lake  in  the  world:  one  mile  deep,  400  miles  long,  and  70 
miles  wide,  it  holds  one-fifth  of  the  world’s  fresh  water.  The  lake  is  24  million 
years  old.  An  in-depth  report  on  Lake  Baikal  can  be  found  in  the  June,  1992 
issue  of  National  Geographic.  The  water  is  so  clean  that  a  person  can  drink  it 
straight  out  of  the  lake. 

In  Irkutsk,  Wendy  met  Alexander  Trifonov,  who  shared  tea  with  us  in  his 
home.  Through  his  efforts  and  the  Bureau  of  Communication  in  Irkutsk,  I  was 
able  to  meet  and  visit  with  Serge  Sobolev,  UA0SR,  and  Leo  Arsentiev,  UA0SU  - 
the  president  and  vice-president  of  the  400-member  Irkutsk  Radio  Club.  The 
photo  of  Serge,  Leo  and  I  on  the  front  page  was  taken  at  11  p.m.  on  July  1  -  we 
were  in  the  land  of  the  Midnight  Sun. 

During  our  short  visit  and  subsequent  exchanges  of  letters,  the  status  of  the 
Russian  Amateur  Radio  community  was  gleaned.  Almost  everyone  operates  a 
homebrewed  station  -  theirs,  if  they  were  lucky  enough  to  be  given  or  could  find 
the  parts  to  build  one.  More  often,  they  are  members  of  and  use  their  club 
station.  Commercial  equipment  and  spare  parts  are  hard  to  come  by  and,  if 
found,  they  are  very  expensive.  With  the  breakup  of  the  Soviet  Union  in  March 
of  1991,  all  government  support  for  the  local  radio  clubs  ceased.  For  many 
Russian  Hams  now,  when  equipment  dies,  so  does  their  operating. 

I  can  make  only  a  small  ripple  in  a  very  large  pond,  but  I  want  to  do 
something  to  help  our  fellow  Amateur  Radio  operators.  I  am  trying  to  do  this  in 
two  ways.  The  first  is  to  set  up  sister  clubs  between  radio  clubs  in  Wisconsin  and 
the  Irkutsk  Radio  Club.  Second,  and  more  important,  I  am  trying  to  find  used 
HF  gear  in  working  condition,  hopefully  with  manuals  and  spare  parts  which  can 
be  donated  to  our  Russian  neighbors.  I  have  arranged  for  no  cost  to  us 
transportation  to  move  donated  gear  to  Europe.  I  may  be  able  to  fine  tune  this 
transportation  to  deliver  the  goods  into  Russia.  If  you  have  any  gear  you  would 
like  to  donate,  or  know  of  a  business  or  individual  who  might  help  in  this 
project,  I  can  be  contacted  at  my  byline  address  above,  or  call  me  at  (414)  639- 
7327. 

In  March  of  this  year,  again  in  search  of  adventure  and  Ham  Radio  operators, 
Wendy  and  I  departed  Chicago’s  O’Hare  on  board  Aeroflot  Airlines,  bound  for 
St.  Petersburg  (Leningrad  had  returned  to  its  former  name),  Moscow,  and  into 
Uzbekistan  to  visit  the  cities  of  Tashkent  and  Samarkand.  Our  first  four  nights 
were  spent  in  private  homes  in  St.  Petersburg.  We  ate  breakfast  and  the  evening 
meals  with  our  host  families.  Our  combined  group  totalled  62  members,  affiliated 
with  four  University  of  Wisconsin  campuses.  The  group  divided  into  two 
separate  tour  groups.  There  was  a  little  apprehension  the  first  night,  but  no 
horrow  stories.  As  far  as  I  was  able  to  ascertain,  this  was  one  of  the  outstanding 
highlights  for  the  entire  combined  group.  As  I  said  earlier,  the  Russian  people 
are  wonderful. 

Our  group  spent  one  morning  at  an  elementary  school  that  specialized  in 
English,  visiting  four  on-going  classes  -  the  first,  third,  fifth,  and  seventh  Forms 
(grades).  We  were  treated  to  a  performance  of  singing,  dancing,  short  skits,  and 
one-on-one  visiting  with  the  students  at  the  end  of  our  visit. 

We  next  flew  to  Tashkent,  the  capital  of  Uzbekistan  on  board  a  domestic 
Aeroflot  flight.  The  difference  between  it  and  their  international  flight  is  like 
night  and  day.

This  is  a  north-looking  view  of  Lake  Baikal,  taken  from  space  shuttle  flight  STS-45 
between  March  24  and  April  2,  1992.  The  central  basin  of  Lake  Baikal  maintains  only 
thinned  and  broken  ice  cover,  despite  the  deep  Siberian  winter  freeze.  This  mysterious 
phenomenon  suggests  that  the  central  basin  of  the  lake  (which  is  the  deepest  basin, 
reaching  depths  of  almost  2,000  meters)  is  experiencing  a  period  of  overturn.  This 
involves  warmer  water  from  below  reaching  the  surface  and  preventing  the  formation 
of  extensive  ice  cover.  Freon  dating  of  the  lake's  deep  waters  suggests  that  such 
circulation  occurs  very  episodically  (on  the  order  of  every  10  years).  Because  the  lake 
is  so  large,  deep,  and  old,  it  supports  a  special  ecosystem  which  includes  many  species 
of  plants  and  animals  found  nowhere  else.  This  view  shows  the  large  delta  built  by  the 
Selenga  River  at  the  southern  end  of  the  lake.  Across  the  lake  from  the  delta  is  the 
Ankara  River,  the  lake's  only  outlet,  and  the  city  of  Irkutsk.

A  visit  to  a  Tashkent  kindergarten  was  as  rewarding  to  us  as  the  elementary 
school  visit  in  St.  Petersburg.  A  Polaroid  camera  saw  a  lot  of  service  in  both 
schools.  Classroom  and  individual  performance  pictures  were  given  to  the 
students  and  teachers.  They  were  very  much  appreciated,  because  individual 
color  pictures  are  very  difficult  to  obtain  in  the  former  Soviet  countries. 

Visiting  the  market  places  in  each  of  the  cities  was  also  a  memorable  outing. 
Fruits,  vegetables,  spices,  ice  cream  (it  was  delicious)  and  meats  were  in 
abundance,  but  costly  for  local  residents. 

The  Russian  currency  has  had  a  rough  two  years.  The  exchange  rate  for  one 
U.S.  dollar  in  March  of  1991  was  six  roubles.  In  June  of  1992,  our  dollar 
collected  120  roubles.  Early  November  of  1992  found  the  exchange  rate  moved 
to  over  400  to  one.  And,  during  our  visit  in  March  of  this  year,  exchanges  of 
between  690  and  770  roubles  to  the  U.S.  dollar  could  be  found. 

Unfortunately,  we  made  no  new  Ham  contacts  on  the  third  trip.  We  had  It  ss 
time,  staying  in  a  private  home  and  delivering  packages  for  acquaintances  to  th  ir 
friends  in  St.  Petersburg  and  Moscow.  It  is  necessary  to  hand-deliver  gifts,  2  d 
particularly  money  gifts,  because  things  "disappear  in  the  mail." 

A  fantastic  place  to  visit,  Wendy  and  I  are  planning  and  looking  forward  to 
our  next  visit  to  the  countries  of  the  former  USSR.  We  would  like  to  return  to 
Irkutsk  in  the  summer  of  1994.  Please  keep  that  deadline  in  mind  if  you  think 
you  have  or  can  help  obtain  equipment  that  we  can  extend  to  Our  struggling,  but 
gracious,  friends  across  the  seas,  both  the  Atlantic  and  the  Pacific.

Minutes:  3/20/93  WAPR  Meeting 

What  follows  is  a  curt  sunmary  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Wisconsin  Packet  Radio  Asso¬ 
ciation  meeting  in  Wisconsin  Rapids,  on  March 
20,  1993. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order,,  by  Bill 
Jablonske  at  9:30  AM  at  Forster's  Restaurant.  In 
the  absence  of  the  Secretary  the  minutes  were 


not  read.  Balance  in  the  treasury,  after  an 
outstanding  bill  to  be  paid  in  April  is  $354.00. 
Details  of  the  expenses  will  be  available  to  the 
members  at  the  June  meeting  in  Stevens  Point. 

Following  extensive  discussion  of  the 
problems  presented  to  sysops  and  the  system  by 
Packet  Cluster  operations,  we  voted  unanimously 
that: 

A.  It  is  agreed  that  several  sysops  will 
monitor  the  patterns  of  activity  and  list  asso¬ 
ciated  problems.  Final  decisions  about  allcwing 
access  to  our  system  will  be  made  at  the  June 
meeting.  At  this  time  it  was  comnonly  acknowl¬ 
edged  that  Packet  Cluster  operations  caused 
serious  and  unacceptable  degradation  to  the 
backbone  and  LAN  systems  in  place,  especially  in 
Central  Wisconsin  but  was  ccmnon  in  other  loca¬ 
tions  also,  that  the  Cluster  people  have  operat¬ 
ed  without  "advice  or  consent"  -and  have  not 
accepted  either  the  nationally  adopted  band- 
plans  nor  our  invitations  to  discuss  this  mat¬ 
ter.  Further,  after  WIBFD  was  moved  leaving  us 
no  alternative  forwarding  options,  an  attempt 
made  by  KA9E0K  and  KB9AMY  to  late-night  forward-  * 
ing  to  keep  the  BBS  system  alive.  This  was  met 
with  deliberate  interference  and  a  request  to 
stop  even  this  temporary  effort. 

A.  We  will  switch  to  TheNet  2.10  firmware 
on  the  backbone  systems  and  TheNet  2.08R  on  the 
LANS.  Each  sysop  is  invited  to  make  the  move  at 
this  time.  If  you  want  a  chip  burned  contact 
Bill  Jablonske  W9NNS,  Bob  Martin  KA9E0K  or  Joel 
Eschmann  K9MLD. 

1.  TN210  does  not  allcw  anyone  to  digi  to 
or  through  the  node. 

2.  Both  versions  can  now  disallow  user 
connects  to  the  node. 

3.  TN210  has  a  budcall  feature  to  stop 
access  by  selected  stations. 

C.  We  further  agreed  to  ask  all  sysop's  to 
set  the  Minimum  Quality  for  Update  to  144  on  all 
nodes.  We  need  to  stop  creating  and  propagating 
large  node  lists. 

D.  Unanimous  approval  was  also  given  to  the 
following: 

1.  The  password  on  each  backbone  node  shall 
be  given  to  WAPR  so  that  the  system  manager  can, 
after  consulting  with  a  nodes  sysop,  reset  any 


value  according  to  policy  developing  in  this 
organization.  Each  sysop  is  asked  to  send 
his/her  password  to  Joel  Eschnann  at  this  time. 

2.  Accordingly  backbone  and  network  nodes 
must  run  full-time  and  conform  to  policy  estab¬ 
lished  by  a  vote  of  this  organization.  All  NODES 
must  be  publicly  located  (NOT  at  some  home  base) 
and  publicly  and  always  available.  We  are  espe¬ 
cially  opposed  to  occasional  and  irregular 
operation  of  nodes. 

Chairman  Bill  Jablonske  announced  a  gift  of 
13  General  Electric  Mastr  II  100  watt  six  meter 
solid  state  radios  to  WAPR  for  the 
Backbone/LANS.  The  serial  numbers  have  been 
recorded  and  sent  to  the  secretary.  The  execu¬ 
tive  conmittee  is  allowed,  after  consulting 
among  themselves,  to  trade  these  (some)  radios 
for  others  needed  by  a  particular  area  of  opera¬ 
tion. 

Kent  Helman  W9LZQ  reported  on  progress  with 
the  9600  baud  220  link  from  Nodine  to  Hillsboro 
and  9600  baud  440  link  from  Hillsboro  to  Lodi. 
WAPR  has  2  440  GE  MASTR  II  120  watt  radios 
available  for  conversion.  Both  WAPR  money  and 
WANA  funds  will  complete  the  system.  Kent  is  in 
charge  of  this  effort. 

Plans  are  underway  to  place  a  tri-band 
vertical  on  a  conmercial  tower  near  Rhinelander 
and  place  a  6  meter  node,  and  a  440  node  to  the 
Upper  Peninsula,  and  a  local  2  meter  LAN  node  in 
operation  there  in  the  near  future. 

A  new  packet  node  funded  by  the  Duluth 
Minnesota  radio  (ARAC)  club  has  been  placed  in 
operation  on  145.01  at  Solon  Springs.  WAPR  was 
not  consulted.  It  seems  at  this  point  to  be  open 
to  all  users. 

The  Rice  Lake  node  WIRIE  no  longer 
operational.  It  has  been  replaced  by 
WIKLK : KB9DFE-2  at  the  same  site.  Hayward's  node 
WIHYR:KD9FC-1  is  back  on  the  air  after  almost  a 
year's  absence  operating  on  the  NWLAN  145.69.  A 
node  will  soon  be  placed  on  Tiim's  Hill  by 
KA9E0K.  It  will  be  hard-wired  to  the  backbone 
six  meter  node  #TIM6.  Final  plans  depend  on  the 
outcome  of  a  discussion  between  V&PR  officers 
and  Dave  Rhinehart  KV9P,  packet  coordinator  for 
upper  Michigan  and  other  interested  persons. 

WI00RN  :KB9AMY-2  has  gone  into  service  at 
Cornucopia  west  of  Bayfield  on  145.01  following 
removal  of  WIBPD:W0BNG-1  from  145.01  to  145.07 
for  Packet  Cluster  operation.

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the  north  is  unsettled  since  the  decision  of 
Cluster  members  to  use  4  two  meter  frequencies 
near  Duluth  including  145.01  and  simplex  147.525 
as  full-time  Cluster  operation  frequencies.  A 
new  Tower  site  was  obtained  this  week  and  will 
have  a  tri-band  Comet  vertical  for  3  backbone 
and  LAN  orientated  nodes  to  operate  soon. 

Three  six  meter  nodes  to  extend  the  WAPR 
backbone  will  be  placed  in  operation  at  and 
north  of  Park  Falls  on  a  secondary  frequency  to 
link  to  Duluth  and  eventually  to  BBS  KBOBK  and 
on  into  the  Iron  Range  to  Thunder  Bay, Canada. . 

The  six  meter  backbone  recently  suffered 
twD  serious  shut-downs  due  to  antenna  failure. 
Two  Cushcraft  Ringo  Ranger  six  meter  antennas 
completely  fell  apart  at  remote  sites,  and  while 
operating,  blew  the  transistor  finals.  Those 
failed  nodes  are  at  Chippewa  Falls 
#CFL6 : WD9HFT-6  and  Meteor  Hill  #1ET6 : W9NNS-6 . 
Both  radios  are  now  on  K9MLDfs  workbench  and 
should  be  back  in  service  shortly  after  Easter. 
#CFL6  will  become  #H0L6 : N9QVY-6  and  will  be 
located  closer  to  Timm's  Hill  atop  Holcombe  Hill 
near  Ladysmith. 

All  the  members  present  gave  a  1 ’well  done" 
to  Joel  Eschmann  for  his  monumental  efforts  at 
converting  node  radios  and  his  guidance  in  the 
development  of  the  backbone.  (Great  Applause) 
K9MLD  played  a  pivotal  role  in  getting  a  new 
radio  for  the  Green  Lake  node  which  was  elimi¬ 
nated  by  lightening  several  months  ago.  He  also 
ran  a  little  workshop  after  the  meeting  to  shew 
sysops  hew  to  tune  the  GE  node  radios  to  be  sure 
they  are  exactly  on  frequency  after  one  year  of 
heavy  service! 

Lacking  representatives  from  some  areas  our 
report  may  not  be  up-to-date  with  every  develop¬ 
ment  in  the  state.  All  additions  are  gladly 
anticipated. !
